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Proposed 
drinking 
ban wins 
backing 

PLANS to ban drinking in 
Welshpool town centre have 
been backed by the region’s 
police and crime commis¬ 
sioner. 

Welshpool Town Council 
is waiting for its Designated 
Public Places Order (DPPO) 
to be approved. 

Now Christopher Salmon, 
Dyfed-Powys Police and 
Crime Commissioner, has 
said he will follow the ap¬ 
plication with interest and 
work with the council on 
tackling anti-social behav¬ 
iour. 

Councillor John Corfield, 
Welshpool town council¬ 
lor, said: “The council has 
applied for a DPPO over 
a large part of Welshpool 
where issues arise. 

“The recreation grounds 
clean-up often takes sev¬ 
eral hours each day, trad¬ 
ers are being affected by 
drunks gathering and there 
is intimidation from such 
groups.” 

Mr Salmon said: “I will 
follow the progress of the 
DPPO application with in¬ 
terest. 

“In the meantime, I will 
work with the police and 
the town council to tackle 
anti-social behaviour and I 
would like people to report 
any issues to local officers 
who will take action.” 

If the application is suc¬ 
cessful, it will prohibit the 
consumption of alcohol 
within the town centre, but 
will not affect pubs. 

Teenage girls 
are arrested 
over fire bid 

TWO teenage girls have 
been arrested after reports 
they were trying to set fire 
to a grandstand in Welsh¬ 
pool. 

The 14-year-olds were 
arrested and later bailed 
after a call from a member 
of the public reported that 
they were trying to set fire 
to seating at the Maesydre 
Recreation Ground. 

The girls, from Newtown, 
were approached by police 
officers and became verbally 
and physically aggressive. 

Police spokeswoman Sian 
George said the call from 
the public came at about 
5.35pm on Sunday. 

She thanked the caller 
for their help and said they 
probably prevented further 
problems in the area. 


Marathon girl Amy on way to new world record

SUPER marathon runner Amy 
Hughes is well on her way to cre¬ 
ating a new world record. 

Amy, who works as a fitness in¬ 
structor at the Lion Quays resort 
near Oswestry, is trying to com¬ 
plete 53 marathons in as many 
days to raise funds for charity. 

She clocked up another 26.2 
miles on Tuesday when she com¬ 
pleted a run around the streets of 
Gloucester, bringing her total to 
42 marathons in 42 days. 

The 26-year-old from West Fel¬ 


ton was pounding the streets of 
Hereford yesterday (Wednesday) 
and was due to run in Worcester 
today before heading for Coventry 
tomorrow. 

Marathons await her in Bir¬ 
mingham on Saturday and then in 
Wolverhampton on Sunday. 

Next week she will be heading 
back into Shropshire for runs 
in Shrewsbury on Monday and 
her home town of Oswestry on 
Wednesday. 

Amy has already smashed the 


record for the most marathons 
completed consecutively by a fe¬ 
male athlete, which previously 
stood at 19, and has raised more 
than £14,300 for the Isabelle Lot¬ 
tie Foundation. 

The fitness fanatic said her daily 
routine to complete each mara¬ 
thon has now become fixed. 

“Once I’ve finished one mara¬ 
thon we have to get straight in the 
camper van and travel to the next 
city, and then find a restaurant to 
eat at,” she said. 


“So by the time we get to the 
hotel I only have about an hour to 
relax until I need to go to bed and 
get up early again for the next day. 

“When I got on the scales three 
weeks ago I found I’d put on more 
than half a stone. 

“My legs feel bigger, so I’m hop¬ 
ing it’s all muscle.”

ROAD EXPERT'S 
TRADE WARNING 


ONE-WAY streets and pedestrianised 
areas in Oswestry could be causing 
speeding and starving the area of 
business, a town layout expert has 
warned. 

The warning came following a meeting of 


the recently-formed Os 
Transport Forum with 
Ben Hamilton-Baillie. 

Mr Hamilton-Baillie is 
regarded as an expert in 
shared space - where roads 
are designed so that traf¬ 
fic and pedestrians use the 
same space. 

But he said attempts to 
make streets safer by clos¬ 
ing them to traffic at certain 
times could actually be det¬ 
rimental to the businesses 
there. 

“Closing off streets 
starves streets of business 
and localities should try to 
keep their streets as open as 
possible,” he said during the 
meeting. 

“One-way streets tend 
to be even worse, as people 
speed more in those areas.” 

The area around Cross 
Street, where the road is pe¬ 
destrianised during the day 
and joins the one-way part 
of Willow Street, was men¬ 
tioned as being particularly 
under stress. 

But Mr Hamilton-Baillie 
said that despite these is¬ 
sues, Oswestry had a lot of 
good points to build on. 

“There are no radi¬ 
cal procedures needed in 
Oswestry,” he said. 

“Oswestry has a thriving 
town centre with a diverse

range and eclectic mix of 
architecture. But there is a 
need for towns to re-identify 
their purpose. 

“It seems Oswestry is 
almost behind the curve 
in relation to out-of-town 
development, and with 
the Smithfield Market de¬ 
velopment on the horizon 
the town’s fragility will be 
tested.” 

“I also feel, and only on 
first impressions, that the 
town lacks a unique selling 
point,” Mr Hamilton-Baillie 
added.

Leading 
Judge to 
oversee 
inquest 

A NEW inquest on teenage 
soldier Cheryl James is to be 
conducted by one of the top 
legal judges in Britain. 

The hearing into the 
death of the 18-year-old, 
whose parents live at Llan- 
ymynech, will be overseen 
by the Recorder of London 
Brian Barker QC. 

The High Court ordered a 
fresh inquest in July after a 
legal fight by Cheryl’s par¬ 
ents Des and Doreen James. 

Cheryl, who died in 1995, 
was one of four young sol¬ 
diers who died at Deepcut 
army barracks between 
1995 and 2002, sparking 
bullying allegations. 

Mr and Mrs James said: 
“We are pleased that pro¬ 
gress is being made after so 
many years and we welcome 
the appointment of such an 
experienced and senior fig¬ 
ure as His Honour Judge 
Brian Barker QC to manage 
Cheryl’s new inquest. 

“We are disappointed that 
the inquest is in Surrey. 

“We feel we were badly 
let down by Surrey Police in 
1995 and again in their han¬ 
dling of the re-investigation 
in 2002. 

“We will not accept Sur¬ 
rey Police as the force that 
supports the inquest.” 

The High Court ordered 
that the original inquest 
held in December 1995 into 
the death of Private James 
from a gunshot wound 
should be quashed and a 
fresh inquest ordered. 

The original inquest re¬ 
corded an open verdict. 

Jobs fears 
deepen as 
shop closes 

FEARS are growing over 
the future of jobs at Oswest¬ 
ry’s Phones 4U outlet after 
the firm entered adminis¬ 
tration. 

The firm’s store on Bailey 
Street was one of more than 
700 which have closed after 
the company collapsed when 
its last remaining operator 
partner, EE, reportedly cut 
ties with the retailer. 

BC Parters, Phones 4U’s 
private equity owner, said it 
is “intended that employees 
will continue to be paid until 
further notice”. 

Phones 4U stores will be 
closed pending a decision 
by the administrators on 
whether they can be reo¬ 
pened for trading.

A CHRISTMAS party in 
Chirk ended in violence 
when a man was repeated¬ 
ly punched to his face, and 
ended up with a fractured 
jaw. 

Defendant Daniel Ray¬ 
mond Hughes, 23, was 
jailed for 10 months at Mold 
Crown Court after he admit¬ 
ted a wounding charge.

He said: “We have had a group of 
protestors from Liverpool following us 
around recently but most people who 
are not sure about the use of wild ani¬ 
mals do enjoy the show. 

“We have an open door policy and 
people are more than welcome to come 


to see how we look after our animals.” 

He said Thomas Chipperfield had 
been with the circus since last year and 
has two lions and three tigers. 

He said: “Peter Jolly decided to re¬ 
introduce the lion-taming act to the 
circus. 

“The licensing system is really 
strict.We must have four inspections 
from vets each year and then Defra, 
the government inspectors, inspect us 
three times a year.”

Judge offers praise to 
victim of knife attacker

A JUDGE has praised the bravery of a woman who fought back 
against a knifeman who attacked her as she walked along an isolat¬ 
ed Oswestry footpath. 

Attacker Kristopher John Jenkins followed the woman, who is in her 60s, as 
she walked to work along a footpath on the old Cambrian railway line at Coney 
Green and grabbed her from behind by her neck before holding a kitchen knife 
against her. But the woman fought back and lashed out at Jenkins with her 

right elbow, causing him to drop the 
knife and the woman to fall backwards 
and hit her head on the railway line, 
Shrewsbury Crown Court was told. 

The victim then grabbed the knife and 
said to Jenkins: “Come on then, I have got 
the knife - what are you going to do?” 

Jenkins, of Maple Avenue in Oswestry, 
ran from the scene after the altercation, 
which took place at about 6.30am on Octo¬ 
ber 10 last year, while the woman was later 
taken to hospital and given five stitches for 
the hand wound. 

The woman has been praised for her ac¬ 
tions by Judge Robin Onions, who handed 
Jenkins, 22, a two-year prison sentence 
after he admitted charges of assault occa¬ 
sioning actual bodily harm and threatening 
with a weapon. 

He said: “She fought back, gets the knife 
and confronts the defendant who turned 
and went off down the railway path. 

“A single lady on an isolated footpath - 
she fought him off with remarkable deter¬ 
mination.” 

Miss Jabeen Akhtar, prosecuting, said: 
“She was grabbed from behind by her neck. 
“She felt a blade to her right hand side. 
“She lashed out with her right elbow 
which met with the defendant - this caused 
him to drop the knife. 

“She fell backwards and hit her head on 
the railway line. 

“She grabbed the knife off the ground 
and caught her hand on the blade and con¬ 
fronted the defendant.” 

Police arrested Jenkins after the attack 
and found the weapon to have his and the 
victim’s DNA on it. 

Jenkins claimed to have no memory of 
the incident, the court was told. 

The judge added there had been some el¬ 
ement of pre-meditation. 

Judge Onions sentenced Jenkins to two 
years for actual bodily harm, which was 
aggravated by the use of a weapon, and 12 
months for threatening with a weapon. 
Both sentences will run concurrently. 


Court tells 
woman 
refund cash 

AN Oswestry woman has been ordered to 
pay back almost £3,000 in housing benefits 
which she wasn’t entitled to after failing to 
declare that her earnings had increased. 

Melanie Upton claimed £2,993.17 be¬ 
tween November 7, 2011 and May 19, 2013 
to which she was not entitled, Shrewsbury 
Crown Court heard. 

The 42-year-old admitted a charge of 
failing to notify Shropshire Council about 
a change in her circumstances which would 
have an effect on the amount of money she 
was entitled to. 

She was sentenced to a 12-month com¬ 
munity order of 50 hours of unpaid work 
and ordered her to pay £800 costs to Shrop¬ 
shire Council. She will also be liable to pay 
back the overpayment. 

Speaking after the hearing, Jessica 
Taylor, benefits manager for Shropshire 
Council, said: “In this case, while around 
£3,000 of overpaid benefit related to the 
specific offence period, there was in fact a 
total of over £4,000 that had been claimed 
when the claimant was not entitled to this 
money. It is simply not acceptable for any¬ 
one to do this. 

“It is the responsibility of people claiming 
housing benefit and council tax support to 
declare any income or capital to the council 
plus any subsequent changes to their cir¬ 
cumstances. Where people fail to do this, 
the council will investigate the matter and 
will require the money to be repaid.”

Concerns over 
funding for care 

ALMOST 200 adults could 
lose their social care ser¬ 
vices in Mid Wales if the 
county council changes 
its eligibility criteria from 
‘moderate’ to ‘substantial’ 
care needs. 

It costs around £300,000 
per year to support 187 
people with moderate 
needs in the region, which 
Powys County Council says 
would be saved if the crite¬ 
ria was changed. 

The council says it has to 
balance the need and cost 
of careto make the best use 
of resources. 

A six-week consultation 
on changing the eligibility 
criteria for all adult social 
care users in Powys is due 
to start on Monday. 

A cabinet meeting 
agreed that a further re¬ 
port will be taken back to 
the council in November.

controversial power line

WORK is set to begin imminently on a controversial £22 million pow¬ 
er line which will be built between Oswestry and Legacy near Wrex¬ 
ham. 

Construction of the 132,000 volt, 16 mile (26km) power line will start later 
this month - despite campaigners claiming the wooden pole line will ruin the 
region’s natural beauty. 

Officials at SP Energy Networks, which is building the line, say they will place 13 miles 
(21km) of cables overhead and three miles (5km) underground. The power line will be fin- 

— ished by next summer and supply 130,000 
homes in Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

But critics say the line, which is being 
built to ensure the resilience of existing 
electricity supplies in Oswestry, Ellesmere, 
Welshpool and Newtown, should have been 
routed entirely underground. 

Councillor Ian Roberts, Wrexham County 
Borough Councillor for Chirk North, said: 
“I am very disappointed they are going 
ahead with this. 

“It will ruin a beautiful area and I am 
disappointed they haven’t put the whole 
thing underground.” 

Councillor Neil Graham, of St Martins 
Parish Council, said he was disappointed to 
hear the news. 

He said: “I did my best and said my bit 
when the plans went in and I am disap¬ 
pointed it is going ahead. It will tarnish 
a beautiful part of the world and ruin its 
rural charm. 

“I think it should follow the route of the 
A483 thus avoiding ruining more rural 
areas. It is a great shame that it will start.” 

Councillor Terry Evans, Wrexham 
County Borough councillor for Chirk 
South, said the work was a “great shame”. 

He said: “We let our feelings be known, 
but the secretary of state had his say and 
therefore it is coming. 

“It is a great shame, it will not look nice, 
but I am told the wooden poles they are 
using are better to look at than the big 
metal ones. 

“We are a big industrial area and we 
need the power and with that comes these 
works.” 

Permission for the line was granted last 
year following a three-week public inquiry 
in 2012. 

It came despite fears from councils on 
both sides of the border that the line would 
be detrimental to the countryside and tour¬ 
ism. 

The underground section will be around 
Lower House Farm in Pen-y-Bryn, St Mar¬ 
tins. 


Windfarm 
developer's 
opinions vow 

A DEVELOPER planning to build a wind- 
farm featuring up to 35 turbines has vowed 
to take the public’s opinion on board. 

Vattenfall plans to build the Mynydd 
Lluest y Graig wind farm at Llanerfyl, near 
Llanfair Caereinion, which will consist of 
25 and 35 turbines. 

Following a series of drop-in sessions 
with the public, the firm says it will work 
with the public on visual impact and trans¬ 
portation concerns. 

Vattenfall has published a list of con¬ 
cerns from residents raised at the sessions. 

One says: “We are simply are not at all 
impressed with the visual impact of large 
wind turbines upon the landscape. We have 
too many in Mid Wales already.” 

Another adds: “The cumulative impact 
on the landscape is horrendous,” while a 
third says: “travelling all over Wales the 
landscapes are changing for the worse, with 
the turbines spoiling beautiful scenery.” 

Rauri Lean, senior development manager 
at Vattenfall, said: “The feedback report 
follows five summer events which attracted 
more than 100 local residents. 

“We would like to thank everyone who 
attended and provided initial feedback on 
Mynydd Lluest y Graig, which has helped 
us better understand local people’s initial 
interest, concerns and ideas for the pro¬ 
ject.”

Hourly train service to

AN hourly train service to the Welsh coast is on track to start next 
May, delighted Welshpool civic leaders have said. 

The new service, which will go from Shrewsbury to Aberystwyth, stopping at 
Welshpool and Newtown on the way, should be in place to start on time accord¬ 
ing to Robert Robinson, secretary of Shrewsbury to Aberystwyth Rail Liaison 
Committee. 

There will be an extra eight trains daily providing an hourly train service between 6am 
and noon instead of the current every other hour timetable. The new timetable should be 
- published in February.

Prison for 
sex attack 
farmer, 44 

A FARMER has been jailed for 11 years for 
a series of sex offences against a woman. 

Richard Lewis, 44, pleaded not guilty but 
was convicted of three offences of rape by a 
jury at Mold Crown Court. 

Lewis, of Pentre, Chirk, had admitted 
two charges of physical assault including 
one when he beat his victim with a stick. 

Judge Niclas Parry said the defendant 
had treated his victim as an object and in 
the assault, the farmer had beaten her “like 
a disobedient animal.” 

Judge Parry said that he took into ac¬ 
count that Lewis was an extremely hard 
working man with a strong work ethic. 

He clearly had another side to his charac¬ 
ter, a man who would help neighbours and 
a person people could turn to at times of 
personal difficulties. 

Lewis had no previous convictions. 

The defendant was ordered to register as 
a sex offender for life. 

Judge Parry made a restraining order 
under which he is never to approach his 
victim again. 

Oliver King, defending, said that there 
was clearly another side to his client, who 
had now lost everything. 

Lewis had been in custody for six months 
awaiting trial and he had taken courses in 
English, maths, health and safety and in¬ 
formation technology, the crown court at 
Mold was told. 


Members of the rail liaison committee 
have been working closely with officials at 
Arriva Trains Wales over the introduction 
of the extended service in recent months, 
and have been given assurances the project 
remains on schedule. 

Mr Robinson, who is also Welshpool 
Town Council clerk, said he was pleased 
the work was on time. 

He said: “The timetables are being final¬ 
ised but at the moment everything is on 
course to begin on time. I am very proud of 
the councillors who worked hard in carry¬ 
ing out surveys on the trains. 

“We showed Edwina Hart, the Welsh 
transport minister, just how much this ser¬ 
vice means to the area and we must also 
thank Councillor Mansel Williams, from 
Shrewsbury, who has also been instrumen¬ 
tal throughout.” 

Mr Robinson added that work is being 
carried out at Shrewsbury station to sup¬ 
port the extra services. 

He said: “Work in Shrewsbury has been 
put forward to support the new service 
which includes a lift to platform three and 
alterations so the train can arrive and go 
back out to Birmingham. 

“Lifts at Machynlleth are also being in¬ 
stalled on both sides of the track and there 
is also extra parking to be installed there.” 

As part of the town council’s response 
to Powys County Council Deposit Local 
Development Plan town councillors stated 
that at Welshpool station “an extended car 
park facility is essential” and that land to 
the south of the station should be allocated 
as future station car parking. 

Councillor John Corfield, Welshpool 
town councillor, said: “I am very pleased 
that this project is coming around at long 
last as we have been trying for years to get 
the extra trains. 

“If it is successful it will improve the 
economy in Welshpool and it has been a 
hard long battle.” 


PEOPLE in a village near Oswestry are 
still without a postbox - weeks after thieves 
stole their old one. 

The thieves struck at Gwern-y-Brenin, 
Maesbury, over the August bank holiday 
weekend, leaving residents with a 20-min¬ 
ute walk to the next village to post a letter. 

Royal Mail has said it will replace the box 
“as soon as possible” but was unable to say 
when this would be. 

Parish councillor Sue Chalk said the sit¬ 
uation was terrible for local residents and 
she hoped the postbox would be replaced 
soon. 


Resident Christine Evans, 59, said she 
couldn’t imagine why anyone would steal it. 
“I know the thieves won’t know things like 
this, but my mum has just passed away and 
I needed the postbox to deal with things and 
send out letters. Luckily my son’s able to 
take mail for me,” she said. “It’s a heartless 
thing to do. That’s people’s lifeline.” 

Resident Anna Doggart said she had 
learned that postboxes could sell for hun¬ 
dreds of pounds on online auction websites. 

She said: “It must have been planned. 
No one drives past a postbox and suddenly 
thinks ‘oh let’s steal a postbox’.”

I am not getting too excited 
just yet, but it appears plans to 
introduce an hourly train ser¬ 
vice between Aberystwyth and 
Shrewsbury are on the right 
track - excuse the pun. 

Members of the Shrewsbury 
to Aberystwyth rail liaison com¬ 
mittee have been working close¬ 
ly with officials at Arriva Trains 
Wales over the introduction of 
the extended service in recent 
months, and have been given 
assurances the project remains 
on schedule. 

The committee this week 
claimed everything is on sched¬ 
ule for the new timetable to go 
live next February. 

The new service is long over¬ 
due - just like many Virgin Trains 
- but when it eventually arrives 
will be warmly welcomed by 
thousands of frustrated travel¬ 
lers. 

I regularly take people to the 
station who think I am pulling 
their legs when I say there will be 
a train along every two hours - 
unless, that is, there are leaves 
on the line and that season is 
upon us now. 

It will be a very welcome boost 
for commuters, shoppers and 
the hard pressed business com¬ 
munity of Welshpool. 

Now all that’s needed is a re¬ 
turn of rail transport to Oswestry, 
the town stripped of its service 
by the late Dr Beeching. 

Those brilliant chaps working 
to get the heritage railway linked 
up to Gobowen so that a regular 
service can be put in place need 
all the support we can give them. 

Imagine the benefits of putting 
the town back on the railway 
map. 

Last week I spent over six 
hours on a motorway journey, 
just adding some weight to my 
conclusions about the falling 
standards of driving. 

That there are not more seri¬ 
ous accidents is a true miracle. 

I was under the impression 
that undertaking is still a crime in 
the UK - or have I missed a law 
change? 

Because it now seems the 
norm. 

Mind you it’s hardly surprising 
when you encounter the lane 
hugger travelling at dead on 
70mph and refusing to budge 
lanes to the frustration of the 
queuing motorists behind. 

Taking them off the motorway 
and enjoying a ritual burning of 
their driving licences might well 
be a good idea. 

There would be no shortage of 
people wanting the job. 

For the next two weeks I will 
be writing this column from the 
comfort of a Mediterranean 
cruise ship so expect the tone to 
be a little less outspoken. 

Unless someone upsets me 
that is.

As the campaign for an inde¬

Life on the waterway 
growing in popularity 


interest in canal holidays 
is growing. JAMES PUGH 
looks at why life on the 
water is so attractive 

NOTHING is perhaps quite as 
relaxing as spending the day 
drifting along some of Britain’s 
beautiful waterways. 

Just the sound of the wind rustling 
through the trees or an encounter 
with another narrowboat enthusiast 
to disturb your peace. 

So it should come as no surprise to 
learn that holidays and boat trips around 
the Oswestry area are back on top of 
many people’s lists of favourite breaks. 

With the Llangollen Canal Unesco 
World Heritage Site on the doorstep, 
including the world famous Thomas 
Telford-built Pontcysyllte Aqueduct, the 
area’s waterways have rarely been so 
popular. 

The Chirk Aqueduct also offers visitors 
an opportunity to see stunning scenery 
from a peaceful vantage point. 

Haven 

And with efforts continuing to fully re¬ 
open the Montgomery Canal, which runs 
from Shropshire into Mid Wales, the area 
is increasingly becoming a haven for peo¬ 
ple who love messing about on the water. 

Many people are now regularly choos¬ 
ing a canal boat holiday for their annual 
break while others have taken a bigger 
plunge by buying their own boat to use 
throughout the year. 

One couple who enjoy canal holidays 
is Phil and Ella St John, of Chirk Bank, 
near Oswestry. 

Mr St John said: “We have had a canal 
boat for about 20 years. 

“There seems to be more private own¬ 
ers on the water now. We hired for years 
before we bought our own.

“We love the peace and quiet of it all 
and it enables us to get away from the 
rat race. We used to go away from the 
end of March until September. 

“But now we are a bit older we usu¬ 
ally go away from May until September 
or October.” 

“We have been away to London, 
Cambridge, Oxford, Liverpool and Man¬ 
chester.” 

He added: “It is a good way to meet 
people. 

“If you ask other boaters where so 
and so is they will know. 

“We know the boats by their names 
better than we know people by their 
names.” 

Other boating enthusiasts agree that 
the waterways around the area have 
become increasingly busy with people 
keen to enjoy the slower pace of life. 

Pat Wilson, chairman of the Shrop¬ 


shire Union Canal Society, said: “I 
think numbers have gradually in¬ 
creased over the years. It is certainly 
very different to when we started boat¬ 
ing about 40 years ago. 

“Every day now you meet boats and 
have to wait your turn getting through 
locks. 

“A lot of people these days make 
canal boats their homes. 

“I think canals are in a better condi¬ 
tion now and people feel it is a way of 
getting into the countryside. 

“The very popular ones are right 
here, including the Llangollen Canal.” 

Bosses of Norbury Wharf, near Mar¬ 
ket Drayton and Newport, say figures 
for holiday boats hired for up to two 
weeks or a short break are about 15 per 
cent up on last year. They also say the 
number of times their small fleet of day 
boats is hired out is up on last year. 


Manager David Ray said: “We have 
been going through the numbers and it 
is clear they are well up on last year.” 

“People seem to be willing to invest 
in a good quality holiday in this country 
once more and, of course, they have ex¬ 
perienced some lovely weather, at least 
in the late spring and early summer. 

“There is no doubt that holidaymak¬ 
ers still want value and quality but they 
have been willing to book well ahead to 
get the summer weeks they want. 

The trade in last-minute bookings 
has also increased, especially for short 
breaks. 

“We are delighted as our conviction in 
the inherent strength of the waterways 
as a holiday destination and our invest¬ 
ment in expanding our fleet during the 
difficult years has paid off.” 

Explore 

Mr Ray said Norbury Wharf had also 
seen growing interest in the canals from 
local people and groups hiring day boats 
to explore the Shropshire Union Canal. 

“Day boats, along with our trip boat, 
are an ideal introduction to boating on 
the canals and we know people go on to 
hire a bigger boat for a holiday or even 
buy their own,” he added. 

Simon Jenkins, managing director at 
Norbury Wharf, said more people were 
now buying their own boats. 

“We are selling boats so quickly we 
can’t get new ones on the books quickly 
enough to replace them,” he said. 

“We desperately need more boats to 
sell.” 

With sales moving so swiftly, bosses at 
Norbury Wharf said there had probably 
never been a better time to sell and buy¬ 
ers were beginning to realise that the 
market was starting to move towards 
the sellers. 

“We are now taking bookings for 2016 
and the prime slots are filling steadily,” 
Mr Ray said. 

“Word seems to have got around and 
we get a regular flow of inquiries, almost 
every week.”

Q: I have always wanted my own business and after being made redundant earlier this year I decided I would look for premises that would be suitable for a cafe as I 
have always loved cooking. Having searched for several months I could hardly believe my luck when I found an existing cafe business for sale. The problem is that the 
lease on the premises is for five years and as this is a completely new venture that makes me nervous. Can I get out of the lease if I decide I can’t make it pay after all? 
A: When you sign a lease it is effectively the same as signing post-dated cheques for the rent up front, for every month right through to the end of the lease. 
Therefore, unless the Landlord will agree that the lease gives you the right to terminate the agreement early - this is usually called a “break clause” - you will be liable 
to pay the rent for the whole of the contractual term. 

Your only other option of getting out of the lease would be if it was possible to assign the lease to someone else. Assigning it means you would be transferring it to 
someone else, but you could only do this with the landlord’s agreement. Generally speaking, the landlord will only agree to a lease being assigned if the new tenant 
can be shown to be able to pay the rent. The landlord will invariably require that you also sign an agreement saying that you will pay the rent if they fail to do so. This 
is called an authorised guarantee agreement -often referred to as an AGA. 

Before signing any tenancy or other agreement you should ask an experienced commercial lawyer to check it over.

Milk prices 
spark talks

Farming campaigners fear the move could 
see the industry face the same problems of 
two years ago when farmers faced bank¬ 
ruptcy and carried out a series of protests. 

The dairy firm has said the current re¬ 
duction in price reflects a sustained decline 
in revenues generated from sales of butter 
and cream, commodities which are traded in 
global markets.

She said: “I can confirm that we have 
reached a mutual agreement with Powys 
Council to end our contract for delivery of 
domiciliary care services in North Powys. 

“I deeply regret that we were unable to 
deliver care to our usual, high standards for 
all the people that we support in the weeks 
following the transfer of 2,800 weekly care 
hours to us. 

“We were unable to immediately over¬ 
come significant challenges, not least those 
created by a problematic transition process. 

“We have worked closely with Powys 
County Council from the outset to deliver a 
service that has significantly improved. 

“I am confident that our carers and New¬ 
town office staff have worked tirelessly for 
all of the people that we support. 

“I believe that there are significant les¬ 
sons to be learned. 

“I welcome the council’s earlier decision 
to instigate an independent review and we 
hope to be able to contribute to that.” 

She added the firm was working closely 
with the council to ensure a smooth transi¬ 
tion of care services takes place.

Nearly 500 objections have been made 
against the controversial plans.Peter Reilly, 
a spokesman for Dart Energy, insists that 
once the 60-day temporary period is up the 
site will be restored to its former condition.

Simple carbon monoxide 
safety messages will be pro¬ 
moted to members of the 
public involved in camping, 
caravanning, boating and 
attending festivals in a bid 
to cut down on the number 
of preventable deaths in the 
country. 

Councillor John Powell, 
cabinet member for environ¬ 
mental health, said: “Car¬ 
bon monoxide is a highly 
poisonous gas created when 
fossil fuels such as gas and 
charcoal fails to fully com¬ 
bust due to a lack of oxygen. 

“You can’t see it, taste it 
or smell it but it can quickly 
kill with no warning. Many 
deaths have been caused 
over the years by bringing 
barbecues inside tents and 
enclosed spaces, and we 
know that these deaths were 
entirely preventable. 

“Members of the pub¬ 
lic should never take a lit 
barbecue into an enclosed 
space.”

In a world in which so many 
of us have plain, dull, house 
numbers, house names still 
have something to say. But 
what? And how did they come 
to be chosen? 

That is a subject that has come 
under the spotlight thanks to re¬ 
search by historian John Pryce- 
Jones, who has written a number 
of books taking a look at various 
aspects of Oswestry history. 

And in the summer edition of 
the Salopian Recorder, which is 
the newsletter of the Friends of 
Shropshire Archives, John turns 
his attention to the stories behind 
house names in Oswestry. 

Growth brought about by the 
arrival of the railways led to devel¬ 
opments away from the crowded 
town centre of detached and 
semi-detached homes for the pro¬ 
fessional, technical, and commer¬ 
cial classes. 

It was natural, he writes in 
the newsletter, that these houses 
should be given names, rather 
than numbers. 

John says in the newsletter: 
“For the most part, with a cou¬ 
ple of exceptions, the names may 
strike us as rather bland, and un¬ 
adventurous. 



Pleasant homes were developed 

He adds: “In Morda Road, the 
row of houses built between the 
late 1880s and 1900 had names 
such as Ferndale, Longdendale, 
Gwynfynydd (‘white mountain’), 
Abbotsford, Waverley, Croeswy- 
lan Villa, Glyndale, Dalesford, 
Bronderw (‘oak ridge’), Knock- 
frink, Ebor House, and Carreg 
Wylan (‘weeping stone’, reflect¬ 
ing the nearby Croeswylan stone, 
the base for a medieval weeping 
cross.)”

Some of these house names 
didn’t last. For instance, by 1905 
the property known as Longden¬ 
dale had been renamed Glenhurst 
and the former name was trans¬ 
ferred to a house in Roft Street 
when the occupant moved there. 

However, John says that Fern- 
dale, Abbotsford, Waverley, Glyn¬ 
dale, Ebor House and Dalesford 
remain unchanged to the present 
day. 

Turning to Queen’s Road, he 


House names, rather than 

says the names followed a similar 
pattern, with houses on the es¬ 
tate given names such as Orchard 
Croft, Craigielea, Normanhurst, 
Wynthorne, The Birches, Sher¬ 
wood, Glenwood and Derwent- 
dene. 

And other houses in Oswestry, 
which were subsequently re¬ 
named, were initially given the 
names Sunnyside, Lynwood, and 
Blythswood. 

“As with Morda Road, these 


numbers, proved popular 

names may appear somewhat 
bland, though in both cases it is 
without doubt deliberate that the 
names selected point to the sylvan, 
green and semi-rural location of 
these houses, emphasised by the 
use of terms such as wood, hurst, 
dale, dene and lea,” John says.

Wildlife herald the 
changing seasons 


AS I have previously stated, I reckon 
autumn is about the most exciting time 
in the wildlife calendar and I’m looking 
forward to it immensely. 

It brings with it new life in the form of mi¬ 
grants and the most beautiful colours from 
the changing vegetation. But I am only hu¬ 
man and autumn can get chilly at times, 
making one shudder a little and shrinking 
slightly from the promise of winter. 

If you’re something of a sadomasochist, you may 
wish to highlight this faintly melancholy thought 
by simply by looking up at the skies, or rather, the 
wires. 

Depending on where you find yourself, you may 
well see dozens, if not hundreds of swallows amass¬ 
ing on the nearest telephone cable, a sure sign that 
summer is ending. 

One cannot blame the swallow for going on hol¬ 
iday. Being an aviatory insectivore relying on fly¬ 
ing insects to survive, it can’t live in the UK (for 
how long will I be able to use that abbreviation to 
describe ‘Scottish’ swallows?) over winter. Indeed 
it cannot face any winter, anywhere, in its life. 
Therefore it experiences a balmy summer here and 
a balmy summer ‘there’. But ‘where is there?’ 

Perhaps the most familiar and famous of our mi¬ 
grants, the barn swallow is the most abundant and 
widely distributed swallow species in the world. 
Barn swallows once nested in caves throughout 
their range, but where other birds declined sharply 
at the onset of human ‘progress’, the barn swal¬ 
low adapted and now build their nests almost ex¬ 
clusively on human-made structures, hence ‘barn’ 
swallow. 

They may also follow farm machinery and other 
vehicles to take insects flushed up by such distur¬ 
bance, again linking their existence with our own. 
This familiarity between humans and swallows has 
helped their conservation case around the world. 

So again, ‘where is there?’ We often think of 
swallows as quintessentially British. Swallows on

a summer’s day swooping over fields of cows, dunk¬ 
ing their beaks in ponds of village greens and nest¬ 
ing in hay barns and undercrofts. This is true but 
it is also true to say that they are quintessentially 
American, European and Asian. 

Their migration ‘there’ takes several forms. 
European birds travel to Africa, while Asian birds 
travel to South Asia, Southeast Asia and Australia. 

North American birds in turn travel to Central 
and South America, as far south as northern Ar¬ 
gentina. 

The timing of arrival back at the breeding 
grounds is dependent upon the severity of the 
weather, but the older males generally arrive first, 
with the females and younger males soon following. 

So the swallow truly is an international bird and 
it is clearly popular with people on both sides of the 
Atlantic too. 

Although the killing of egrets is often cited for 
inspiring the U.S. conservation movement, it was 
the millinery (hat-making) trade’s impact on Barn 
Swallows that prompted naturalist George Bird 
Grinnell’s 1886 Forest & Stream editorial decrying 
the waste of bird life. 

His essay led to the founding of the first Audu¬ 
bon Society, a society similar to the RSPB. 

So although an ensemble of swallows (sadly not 
the collective noun) may bring to an end a largely 
fine summer and leave room for a tinge of chilly 
trepidation, I rather like the fact that we can judge 
the time of the year based on what the wildlife is 
doing. Always beats the weather forecast anyway.

Reduction in 
council tax 
rules altered 

RESIDENTS of Powys with unoccupied and unfurnished 
properties will no longer be able to claim a 50 per cent re¬ 
duction in their council tax from next year because of new 
regulations. 

Currently, a total of 1,577 dwellings in the county get the 
discount, according to council bosses. 

A total of 450 of them have been empty or unfurnished 
for three years or more. 

At a Powys County Council cabinet meeting, portfolio 
holder Councillor Dai Davies said the granting of the dis¬ 
count, which has been in place since 2004, has a direct im¬ 
pact on the council tax base. 

He said that in turn plays an integral part in the annual 
budget setting and council tax charges. 

Based on 2014/2015 figures the removal of the 50 per 
cent discount would have raised an extra £783,000 through 
council tax but the council would have lost £779,000 via the 
revenue support grant. 

The move will come in on April 1, 2015, Powys County 
Council has said. 

Councillor Davies said that while removing this discount 
will not generate extra revenue itself, it will give the coun¬ 
cil flexibility in future years to charge a premium on empty 
and unfurnished properties which will provide a new in¬ 
come stream. 

Powys County Council says removing the discount may 
incentivise owners of unoccupied premises to sell or rent 
out properties increasing the amount of housing available 
giving economic benefits to local businesses. 

Deputy leader of the opposition, Councillor David Jones, 
said his party was concerned about what would happen if 
there was an act of God which damaged a house by flood, 
lightning or fire. He said it could take more than one year 
to rebuild the property and said he would like to see some 
provision for that. 

Councillor Davies said a 100 per cent exemption is 
granted from the date a dwelling becomes unoccupied or 
unfurnished for a maximum of 12 months for properties in 
need or undergoing major repair. 

Council officer David Morris said for exceptional circum¬ 
stances, there is also a hardship situation which can be con¬ 
sidered for individual cases.
